The following constitutes the reasons for this &t the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB 1100 would allow low-speed vehicles to be drivenroads where the speed limit is not more
than thirty-five miles per hour. Low-speed vehsclge defined as vehicles that cannot travel
more than twenty-five miles per hour.

If adopted, LB 1100 would require any person opegad low-speed vehicle to have liability
insurance coverage, a valid Class O operator'ssiegvehicle registration, and to pay a motor
vehicle tax. Additionally, all new low-speed veles purchased on or after January 1, 2011 are
required to have a certificate of title.
